gy Aving been blaſted with the whirlwind of this Jate, unnaturall and 
Y civill Engliſh war , ſecing the Storm more likely to encreaſe 
then to calm, I recollested my former Journall and Manuall 
notes of fy Travails by Land and Sca torty years ſince in [= 
taly, Fraxce, Germany, Poland, and belgra, and finding Onmng 
ſolum forti patri.1,ut piſcibus equor; 1 peruted all the books of anyEngliſh Co- 
 Tonics, and by often conferences of the traders and reſident plamcers, of the 
prelent (tate, condition, numbers, enemies, bad neighbours, aire, health govern- 
nem, fortification and taftery, religion, quictneſle, profit, and returns, ſhip- 
ping for {upplic and vent of the growing commodities ; -I conferred with my 
tellow patients, 7 Knights and Gentlemen, my kindred and neighbours, and 
reporting the true ſtate of all our Colonics;and whiles thus m ing I ſtood at 
a maze unreſolved, the ſtorm grew far more tempettuous with thunder 
and lightning, black and terrible gutis, and ipouts, that ,nade the rivers riſe, 
and my friends to hide : tor the roaring Cannon beat -down their wals and 
houſes, the Muſqueteers, Dragoons. and Pittold hortemen [\vept all Cartcll 
and their goods afore them ; the Pikemen in their inclotares and retreats, 
left them no beds, pots or pans ; their (1[ver plate was tumed into carthen 
diſhes: New names, and terms, Iike an unknown language, and like to ſtrange 
people unheard of in all the Globe as far as our Antpodes, called Cayallcers, 
Presbyrers, Independents, Roundheads, and Malignants, like the Gothes, Huns, 
Az and

s and Vandalls, and Afans, that invaded and conquercd Jraly, Spaine, and 
| France ; and like the Saxons, Jutes, and Angles , that conquered Britanny, 
| Theſe having plundered, and put upon us new Laws and Ordinances , called 
| Contribution, Excite, Quartermg, and Sequeſtrations , my friends were now 
and rightly by Gods Providence made light, and not troubled or incumbred 
with nuwch tuffe to travel with;nor Farms, Tenements, or Copyholds, and 
for our fins our pride abatcd , our hearts humbled : our afflictions made us 
pray heartily, and call ro God to direct us to infule contrition and true for- 
row, and purpoſe of amendment to follow his calling. Wee found this 
ſtorm and heavy judgement had likewiſe afflicted Scotland, [rel 21d, Man, 
7:rjey, and Garaſey Ifles. Then peruſing my old evidences, I found my 
Aunceſtor Sir Richard Plantagenert had Chawton , Blendworth, Clanficld, 
| and Catrington in Hampſhire. But in thoſe Civil. wars in Henry the ſixth 
time, much like theſe or that of the Guelts and Gibellines in /raly,all was 

| loft. Irefolved to bea Newter in this quarrell, not to kill Engliſh men and 

; Chriſtans, but with Chriſt to fly into Egypr , and like the Apolile Paul to 
fly out of one City” into another , and get out of the fire : Ar laſt my ſeven 
Knights and Gentlemen imployed me the oldeſt and boldeſt Traycller to ſee 

all Engliſh Plantations, by warrant to buy land in the healthicſt and belt for 

us cight, and for a hundred ſcrvants, and rwenty of our old tenants and fa- 
milies. But in my private inſtructions, I was on a full and deliberate coun- 

fell direRed to follow old Caroes rules in ſeating of the Romane Colonies, 

to beſcated to fave charge of Garrifons in new Conqueſts. Firſt, to 

feat in a hcalthy pure aire : clic after all the hazzard, charge and building paſt, 

their people dic, and their poſterity extinguiſh , and their children inherit 
ficknes & weakneſle. Secondly, to fit down in a freſh nayigable river for trade 

and ſupply,where there was vi neer tobuwld , and not to build on wood 
kaþject to firing of enemies, negligence of ſervants, or treachery of ſlaycs and - 
apprentices ; for this rcaton I on my view of Virgina, diſliked Virginia,moſt 

. of it being ſeated {catteringly in wooden clove board houfes, where many by 
fire were undone, and by two maſlacres in an inſtant fired, wichour any 

forrs therc , or retreats of Glory n time of danger, and fcated amongſt Salc- 
marches and Crecks, where thrice worſe then Eflex , and Tenet, and Kent for 
agucs and diteaſes, brackiſh water to drink and uſe; anda flat Country, and 
Randing waters in woods bred a double, corrupt air,lothe clements corrupted, 
no wonder as the old Virginians affirm, the fickneſle there the fir thirty years 
0 have killed 100000 mev. And then generally five of hx Imported died, 
and now in /une, [uly and Auguſt chiefly, one 1n nine die imported, abſent a 
yer and returning : though much land morenow is cleared and yietuall and 
cattcll mendeth the diet. Thirdly, Caroes and the third Romance rule was

"Thus inſtructed I viewed Barbadoes and Saint Chriſtophers, Bermmaber, 
New England, and Firginia, and Maryland; Saint Chriſtophers I finde 
worne out, two parts full of French aliens ſub;e& to blaſt it, and winds blow- 
ing away Cottcn , wanting victuals, and no ſtorc of land ; Barbadoes hath 
{cmerich men, having Svgar mils, Indico, Ginger, Suckets of Oranges and 
, Lemmons, and bad Tobacco; but their uſuall bread is of Cafſada roors, whole 
juice is poyſon, ſo the negligence of a ſervant or ſlave in the right making of 
it may coſt the whole family a poyſoning ; the tcryants uſuall food is ſome 
Peaſe, Potatoes, Roots, and thole boyled make their drink called Mobby 
and Plantana roots ; ſome rich have Poultry, and Hogs, and Cows tied up to 
trees, for thereare few Raunges and Inclolures. Theſe rwo laſt yeares the phgue 
as I am informed killed x 0000 brave people, and there are many hundred 


Rebell Negro flavesin the woods; here was no ſtore of land for our 120 ' 


men and their families, here wants the Engliſh mans grafle, and to the Eng- 
liſh mans Becf, Mutton, Milk, Bucter and Cheeſe, and they want rivers to 
- turn their Sugar mils, fo that New England ſendeth Horles , and Virginia 
Oxen, to turn them at exceſſive rates, and their keeping is there chargeable, 
and at Barb.adoes they buy much Beef and Meal, and Peaſe, and Fiſh from 
New England, and other places, yet this Ifle- is full of gallant people, very 
civill and well governed, and now no fear of the Sp.:aiard being 1o popu- 


lous. Then 1 touched at Bermndoes, an Ifle twenty miles long , and two | 


miles over; Md in fome places more guarded with Rocks and Iles. difticulr 
in acceſſe, full of Figs, Oranges, Lemmons, Pcmcitrons, Potatoes, and Plan- 
tans, Mays wheat for bread, excellent Fiſh, Tobacco and Peale ; heakthy it is 
and quiet in government ; Bur this Ifle being but a pretty priſon, was pot 
for my Companics uſe, Thence I faifed ro New Erny/.imd, where 1 found 
three months ſnow, hard wintcr, but lean land. in gencrall all along the Sca 
coaſt well peopled Towns, the people very thrifty , induſtriovs, and tempe- 
rate ; their fiſh carricd to Bi/bas, and Saint Sebaſtans , their Pipe-{tayes to 
glie Iſles and Spain, and the corn of the floated river of Conne&cute is 
tranſported , and the Beayer trade is their beſt ſubſiſtence. Still hoping for 
a richer and more temperat ſoile, I went to Virginia, paſſing 3 ro miles along 
the ſhoars and Iſles of New Albion, by Manhatas Iſle, by Long Ifle, Cape 
May, and the two Capes of Deteware Bay, by the leſſer and tourha1moſt, being 
by our Sca-mens obſervations juſt in 38 degrees, and 40 minutes, and ſo by

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"of Chingotte, and Fe:z Iflesin /Muryland to V irginia, to Newports News, whete 


recaving kind entertainumeat at Captain Afaithews, at Maſter Faxrlerays, and 
free quarter in all places, finding the [ndian war ended, firlt by the yalour, 
courage, and hot charge of Captain Marſball, and valiant Stilwvel, and firy- 
ſhed by the perſonall and reſolure March and Victory of Sir William Berk- 
ley Goycrmorr, there taking the old King Ope Chankino prifoner, I wan- 
dred all over, finding no place for the reaſons aforclaid fic for our Compa- 
ny : I wentto Chicacoer, the North part of Virginza on Pawtomeck river, 
dividing it and Afaryland, which I found healthier and better then Virginia, 
but then it was in war both with the S/qur/.umecks,& all che Eaſtern Bay 7: 

6s ns, and a Civill war betwezn ſome revokers.proteſtants, afſilted by 50 plur- 
dered Virgizians, by whom M. Leonard Culver Governour under his bro- 
ther the Lord B/tamore, was taken priloncr and expelled : and the Iſle of 
Kent taken from him allo by Captain C/ayborn of Virginia; yet I viewed 
Kent Iile, too we:, and plaſhy, having bad water, but there and at Chicacoen, 

and at Accomack in Virginia, and chiefly in New England,. they related of 
the excellent temper, ms pure aire, fertility of {oile, of hils that ſheltered off 
the North-welt windes, and blaſts, yallics of grapcs, rich mines, and millions 
of Elkes, Stags, Deer, Turkeys, Fowl, Fiſh,Cotten, rare fruits, Timber, and fair 

plains. & clear fields, which other Plamations want, this excclling all others: & 

finding it lay juſt midway berween Virgin, too hot and aguiſh in the blaſted 

plains on oneſide, and the cold New England on the other, and in the fame 

elevation of Naples, the Garden of Europe, after onc —_ voiage and 

view 60 milcs on one fide of Alb:90n, and 310 milcs on the other fide, and 

Long Iſle, finding the countrics better and plealanter then related,-I made my 

addrefſſcs to the Lord Goyernour of .415i9n, and having obtained under the 
Province Scal my grant of my Manor of Belvi& containing 10000 acres, on 2 
navigable river, having in it and neer, Alablaſter, Terras for plaiſter of Paris, 
Building and Slatſtone, ſtore of Timber, clear Fields, Meads and Woods, 
and no /rdiuns ncer , and Vines, I rclolvcd to return to Holland , and to 
rranſport my friends, where molt happily the ſecond time meeting his Lordſhip, 
and peruſing by his noble favour, all his Lordſhips Cards, and Seamens 
draughts, 17 journall books of diſcoveries, voiages, huntings , tradings , and 
ſeverall depotitions under ſeal of the great Bever, and fur trade, rich mines, and 
many ſecrets and raritics, In fourtcen days having withthe two former books 
printed of /hion 1637, and 1642. made a full abſtract and collection, a- 
orecing with my own view & in the Depoſitions,and M. Eve/ins,and other the 
traders of Virginia & New England,] thought it moſt neceſſary for the good 
of all the Company, and many Voluntiers in Holand, diſtreſſed in England, 

and noble Knights, Gentlemen, thag with alittle ftock may gain fair and rich 

poſlc(- 
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offcſſhons, and liye in peace and quiet, ro print and ith this my labour 
nn all your Lordſhips Protdtions hed proodrmk arm your Lordihips 
gentle Acceptance. 

And beauſeitconducah much for a General & a Leader,to be known of 
his Commanders and Sokliers, ts abilities, and vertucs , and excellent parts 
dra\ving more men of honour and valour to follow him ; it comeming much 
men of honour and dignity tobe ked and cammanded by a better and more 
honourable, and more {ufficient then themiclyes, amd not their infertour : the 
meaner and poorer ſortexpeRting all encouraganear, juftice and protection, 
and all the Company, the Adventurers, and {trangers to us all, may more 
freely and chearfully goe on , and ler our their men, and cxpect the more and 
berter returns & comtemment, under fus goyernmem, in whom Picae, Religion, 
Honor, Juſtice, Leaming, Valor, Judgement, Temperance, and Policic ſhines; 
hope without offence or imputarion of flartery,to affirm his virtues more then 
the gems of the Coronet of this our Earl Palacine, docadom his noble pants. 

Since TH me conſcientiamea mike teffes, 1have had the hogour ro be ad- 
mitted as his famiſiar, have marched, lodged, and cabbinod together, amongft 
the Hndi.ms & in HoR.und,have {een lo many of his Manuſcript Books and moſt 
excdlan Rules and Obfervations of Law , Juflice, Policy, 1foand his con 
verfationas fixcer and winning, as grave and ſobcr, adorned with much Learn- 
ing, enriched with fixe Languages, moſt grounded and experienced in foram 
marters of State policy, and goyernmers, trade and fea vorages, by 4 yearcs 
ttavdl in Germany, France, [taly and Belpimm, by 5 years living an 
in Trel:nd. and this faſt 7 years in America, his ſhidic and fus at home and 
abroad enablirg his imparnall and infalhble judgement of Judicanne, and 
cerrainfy his pertect knowledge of his 23 114ian Kings, under the command 
of this our Lord Royall , as of his good and bad neighbours, their power, 
wealth and weakneffe, Engliſh Aliens and Ladians appears by his notcs and

Or the firſt creation of Earls in the Saxons time, and (ince by £112 Norman 
Kings mn England, I reter you to that Jearned Antiquary Matter Selden = 
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his Book, who wriceth at large in is Book of Titles and Honours, as well 
of this as of forain Nations. But there you ſhall finde Records cited, and 
Earls made both by Privy Signet and Privy Seal, without the Great Scal. 
And thcy were not then mecrly titulary, and nominall , without Intereſt, 
Power and Judicature , as now they ate commonly all, except the Earle of 
Arundell, who (bl is a locall feodall Earl, by poſlflion of the Caſtle, and of 
ſome Rapes or Liberties; for the Lord Zumicy not long fnce for forme yoares 
being poſſeſſed thereof, was for ſuch time Earle of Arundel, and that Earlc- 
dome is confirmed, and fa adjudged with his honour and precedency, by the 
hovſe of Peers 'chtred both in the Parliament, and Court of Honour Rols : 
and the Royall Grant was, Do tibi Commatum & rertiam partem proficuc- 
rum,unde Comes eſt. And he made the Shcerifte, or his Vicount, or Deputy: 
and the County Court was his, and it was an honour and office , both wah 
the County and affignable, the aſſygnee enjoying the County, honour and 
office, as in Matter Seldexs Booke is cited in their Patents, and was not 1o 
many large words for his Title and Pcerage as is now uted, 

But in the Reports 9 1:ccbs of Str John Davy in the cale of the County 
Palatine, and in the Fourth Part of the Inſtitutes of Sir Zdward Coke , of 
Furiſdi&ion of Conn, 'of the three County Palatines, yet in Emplzyd you 
may ſee Ats of Patliamem, Judgernerts and full matter, ſhewing, That there 

 yxere Cumntes Palarini of the firſt and higher ranke, which had 

Sir Io. Davis ;q their Territories abſolute eemmand in'Martiall, civill and cri- 
fel-59. minall matters, with all Royalties and Regalitics which the ſe- 
cond order of titulary or ncmirall Earls had not, both in the Saxons and 
Normans time, long before the title of Duke, Marqueſlc, or Vicoum were 
Kere granted.

of Cheſter: and to Cheſter was annexed his conquered ſmall County of 
Flint m Wales, and made belides the four above, ftoure other fol 219. 
Barons : Vernon of Saybrook, Hammord de Mifji Baron of 

Darh4m, and the Barons of Hawardin and Stack port , and in other Anti- 
quities, Cornmali Baron of Znrford in Shropſhire. 

That any Manors or Lands lying out of the County Palatine if held there- 
of, and the pleas of the inhabicancs there ariſmg ſhall hee tried within the 
County Palatine. 0 

Thomas and Hugh Count Palatines both , and both Biſhops pleaded and 
returned to the Kings Writs: I ama Lord Royall here,the Kings | 
Writs doe not run here, | fol.221. 

The cldelt ſiſters fon by deſcent after her mother was Earl Palatine of 
Pembroke ; And the Law , Reports, and Abridgamencs, ſhew they nude 
Knights , and as Knighrs were to be unpleaded ; Divers ſtatutes ſhe 
Darh.uu and the Earle Palatines, Minis, Durham pence yet extant. The 
Earl Palatines had in their Countics [#ra Regalia, as the King 
had in his Palace, &c. . ; ſol. 204. 

In the Lord L»velc Cale, the name or title of a Baron is vir 78-Dawis 
no name of dignity or addition, 8 H. 6.10, bur Earl is parcell 61,60. 
of his name , and of the ſubſtance of his name, and if it be left out of the 
Wrx, the Writ ſhall abate, 39 E.3.35. the caſc of Gilbert I mtrevill Earl 
of Angis;and 14 F.3. Brief 278. the caſe of Hugh de Audley Earle of 
(louceſter ; yet note Maſter Burlacy, for not calling the Lord Mohan Lord, 
but Mobaun, was committed to. priſon; and note in a Star-chamber Bill, 
the Lord Verulam, his widow marrying Sir /ohn Vaderkifl, was called and 
charged as my Lady YVnderhil{ , the late wite of Vicount Verulam , and 
not being called Vicountefle, the Bill was catt out, and a Fine for diſho- 
nou impoled. 
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Now there be four other Lord Proprietors that haye Palatine juriſditi- 
on granted, and Provinces in the Weft- India Iles, Florida and Maryland, 
and as free as the Biſhop of Durham had, but none have a ſpeciall crea- 
tion of an Earlc Palatine , but ours of New Albion : nor have they the 
words with {uch Additions, Titles, Dignities, and Priviledges, as cither Dwy- 
ham or any other had, nor any ſpeciall grant to coin money ; in that of 
Maryland tpeciall Reſort or Soveraign Dominion, which is a Court of Ap- 
peal, as in the caſe of King F. the third, and his fon EF. in Agquitazy, with 
fre? fiſhing, and wood for houſes, and to ſet up fiſhing {tages, is reſeryed; 
Elie all the Lord Proprietors have all the Iike Royalties and Regalitics, and 
Sir F, Coke all theie 11 H.6. ina long Roll particularly expreſted,- are con- 
Gl.2 firme{þy Parliament to the Biſhop of Derh.:, and lo there- 
by to all the Lord Proprietors. And all of them have a 
ſpecial clauſe to give to the well deterving inhabitants in thote Provinces, 
Titl:s, Honour and Dignitics 1o as they be not the fame uſed in Fxgland. 
Now though ſome queſtion is made whether the other four Lord Propric- 
tors can make Barons or any Knights in their .Provinces, becauſe ſuch Ho- 
nours and Titles of Barons aud Knights, arc uſed here; but there is no que- 
flion or doubr in the Province of New A/6:on, our Lord being an Earle 
Palatine 16 years Randing, as free as Cheſter and Pembroke or Lacy, os 
Srrongbow in Ireland, by that ſecond power according to the judged caſes 
in Law and in Parkament , may make Provinciall, locall and tewdall Ba- 
rons, as the 19 above named, and make Knight Batchelours, thqugh here 
{cd & to have precedency, as others have had heretofore, though his inten- 
ded order of Knights of the Converſion of A/b107 is more proper, And 
for our Earle Palatin's Honour and Peerage in /re/.ind , and to make his 
Proxy in his abſence in that Houle of Peers there.with all iuh Honor andTitles, 
& Precedency to him, his Counteſle, and children, in all places asan /r1/h Earl, 
the ſpeciall Decree and Claulcs in the Charter doth tully warrant it, All 
the Civilians, Pleaders in the Court of Honour, and two Scrjeants of the 
Coife at Law, mne in number, have ccrtified it, and cnrolled on record and 
is cxemplitied under the ſeal - the Barone:s of Nowsa Scoriea being Preſident 
for the ike caſe, And notc both the King of France , and this our King, 
have made Barons and Knights, Holl.mders, that have preccedency there be- 
fore other the ſubjects there. 

Bit ro anſwer an Obje&tion of lome not truly informed and miſtaken, 
conceiymng that ovr Earl? Palatine might 11 Tis. Countrcy onely and no 
whece clic, have his Honour, Title and Precedency, I anſwer, that our So- 
veraign Lord King (Charles. as Emperonur of England , under his Privy Sig- 
net, fond with his Royall hand, to grated and created him , which alone 
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had been ſufficient, as others have been made,in Maſter Sc/iens Book , Re- 
cords and Preſidents mentioned ; bur being farther with ſpeciall Clauſes and 
Decree, and ſpeciall Creation, ſo made and particularly granted , that both 
by Tenurcand Dependency, and that this Province ſhall be of the Liegance 
of Irelaid, and all there born to be tree Denizens thereof , and under his 
Majeſties Great Seal, there is no doubt or queſtion thereof ; For he is no 
Alicn Earl made by an Alien King , as Copply by the French King , Duke 
Lwualey, and Count Arundeli by the Emperour , but by our own Kirg the 
fountain of Honour ; For an Earl by his Charter carrieth his Honour with 
hun in all places, and that is his true name as above is adjudged, and is 
not to be {ved or ſue, is adjudged, without it ; and ſo the nine learned Ci- 
vilians and Scrjcants have certthed ; and Nows Scorra is lo annexed to Scor- 
Lind, Ad.im de Valentia, and Marſhall , Earle Palatines of Pembroke by 
Conqueſt in the kingdome or Principality of #/.:/es, then out of England, 
xvas a Peer to the Engliſh Parliament , and ſo the three Iriſh Conquerours 
Palatincs recited ; and how abſurd a conccit it 15 that our Earl Palatine in 
Albior, and he of Pembroke in Wales, and the reſt having all Regalities and 
Powers, Lordſhip, Honour and Titles, and power to give Honours and make 
Barons coming, out of their Countries into England, ſhould here bee un- 
Lorded and debaſed unto Eſquites without Lordſhip, Honour or Precedency. 
And note all theſe, and Earl Firz, Allen in his Jlocall Earldome of Arwrdel 
by Writ beirg called to Parliament, is not there by an Earl ; for to be called 
by Wri, 1s oncly to be a Lord or Baron, and ſo the Earle of Arundels 
Title and Precedency was adjudged him' after long debate by Patliament. 
To conclude, the Eail Palatmes of C heſter and Pembroke, and Montgomery, 
or de Belefmo in Shropſhire, were the greateſt Princes, of Engl.mmd; and by 
their Conqueſts, and fo m /ye/:nd+- by their Hazard and Conqueſts that king- 
dome and FH. les is gotten to this Crown : And fo the now Lord five Pro- 
prietors that now conquer on Indiars, and convert Pagans, and civilize them, 
and bring them to the obedience of our Sovetaign, and at their own char- 
gcs have madc an cntrance and ſure way with the other Celonics .of America 
to make our Soveraign an Emperour of Americr, having now neer two 
hundred thouſand to defend his Empire 3 and theretore deterve all Honour 
and Encouragement; amongſt which our Earl Palatine having adventured in 
pcrion tcven years, with ſo much hazard and charges, .1s chietly to be advar- 
ced and honoured according to his worth. 

Now for the pedegree and ancient Family of our Earl Palatine of 1200 
years deſcent, being 1 England and botders cf ales : I finde onely a let- 
ter it the name changed, in cach Age, and Conqueſt or change of Nation ; 
tor in Hezry of Huntingdon, and 41.18 of Malmsbury , hus Chronicles - 
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all the Saxon Princes, that here arrived, and ſeatcd, and conquered the Bri- 
fains ; this family deſcending of a daughter, came with thote Princes into Bri- 
tany; and I find that m Jower Saxony neer Hamboro, and Holltein a member 
of the Empire, and in all Maps there is {till in that harſh language P/oyen 
a wall'd City by a lake,and P/ower a walled Caltle of Count P/owen,a Count 
of the {ſacred Empire, in Grimſtons and other Hiltories mentioned ; Now the 
Welch make and turn the yowel « into / oc y, as from Braurxs to Brxons , fo 
Plowaen to Ployder; as alt Maps write it. In Deeds, and the Biſhop of Here- 
fords Records I find Anno Domixs 904. an Exchange pro decem mints 1: - 
cat Ploydanes place [uper quas Epiſcopus &'ifiraturis eff Caſtram, called 
Biſhops Caſtle, in which Town the Ploydens have much lands and tenements, 
having P1,y4en Manor, Ployden Hall, Cong ih Caltle, and thirteen Townes 
abour it to this day, and at the coming in of H, the ſeventh were Commay- 
ders of that cowry, and Conſtables, or Chattcllains of that Fort of Brjþops 
Caſtle ; now Ploys.4x and Ployden is all one, Forcit of Dancs for Denc, the 
Norman pronuntuation, which name of Ployie- {1gniticth 4.4 Dane, or Wound 
Dane: and Pleyden by Ry in Suflex was of this houſe, and lignificth in | 
French hxert Dane, and this P/eyd n lent his fons and conquered in Norman 
dy, where are five families yet : and the hcir of P/eyden wanting iflue,made 
it an Hoſpitall, now held by the Earle ot Thawer, Lord Tojton ; So Plowen, 
Plojen, Ploydane, Ployden, Plowden and Pleyden is all one, tor the change 
of time, and leyerall Nations pronunciation, Saxons, Danes, Engliſh, Welch 
and Normans. And note.to this day an Elquire ji France of 300 yeares 
ſanding of Coat Armor ſhall take place and precedency of any Earle, Vi- 
count or Baron, which is not 1o ancient of Coat Armor, they not allowing 
the King by new creations to bar their inheritance and precedency, And for 
their greatneſle and pedegree, I inde Ployden maricd the daughter of Zohy 
de Monte Gomerico, (now called Aſownt G ome-ry) Earl of Salopſhire, in W1/- 
liam the Conquerours reign, and in Edward the thirds tune maricd the daugh- 
ter of that great and rich Knight Bur/ey Conquerour in France : Humphrey 
Ploydenin H, the ſevenths tyme maricd the daughter and heir S:#y of $ru4- 
ry Hall, daughter of Corber, of Morton Corber, by whom the Lacons, Laytons, 
Bromlees, Purcelſtvollaſcor, of Wollaſcot , and the two Baronets Lee and 
C'orbet Knights for the County of Salop to this Parliament, arc of his kin- 
dred, And of the daughters of [ohn Ployden, Lord Blany of Irel.mnd, 
and of the other davghter maricd to Hardwick, grandmother to that great 
T hin of Clauſe Caſtle; the third daughter maricd ro Walcor of w.:1-1t Cloſe 
to Ployden , yet inen of great poſſeſſions , the Counteſlc of Brit-{ being a 
Walcot, and to her ſons, the Lord Digby and Sir Lews Dives, and Vicoun- 
teſle Chicheſter, or Belfaſt, and the other Ladics her daughters are deſcended,

and are hiskmdred. Our Earl Palatines mother being ſiſter of Sir Ric /merd 
Fermor of Somerton, and coulen of Sir George and Sir Hatton Fermer , dc- 
ſcended of the Knighiiies, and to the Lord Vicount Say and Seal, the Coun- 
tefle of Thomona a Fermor , and her children, and Vicow Heaman ma- 

ing Sir Hatton Fermors chuldren : the Baronefie of -+bergenny, and her 
filter maried to Baronet Guge are his Necces ; his mother the Lady Pene/. - 
pe, daughter to the Lord Darcy, Vicount C o/chefter, Earl River. ; bur his bran- 
ches tor three laſt deſcents are to many, and art leaft fifty Baroners Knights, Ei- 
quires, of 10c0l. per annwm at leait, and their numcrous iflue; bur tor hers 
males of the name his firſt is Ployden of Wanſteed, Ployden of Shipplacke , 
Plyyden of Arkon , Ployden of Ployden , and Ployden of Lee, and Doctor 
Ployden late of Lambeth. And for his now wite Counteflc Palatme, daugh- 
ter and heir to two worthy families, Neece of Sir George and Sir Hambden 
Pauler deccaſed ,in that pedegree 300 from the Marqueſle of Wincheſter, 
Lord high Treaſurer of England are allizd, All which I have more tully 
publiſhed , that all of his kindred may, any ways poor or appreſlcd , the 
fooner .be preferred, advanced and trantplanted to this moſl rich and plca- 
fant Province, and ro great poſſeſſions and honours there, as great. Srrongbow 
did 1200 of his to Wexford and Lemſter in Ireland, 
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Ow for the full and ample ſatisfaction of the Reader of his Majeltics juſt 

ticle, & power to grant, enjoy, & pollefle thete countries, as well agamſt 
Altens as Indians which this torty ycars hath not been by print declared, You 
may read at large Maſter Hacluirs Voyages and Dilcoyerics, Maſter Parchas 
and Captain Smiths : for when the Spaniard and Porinugall dilcoyercd and 
poſleſt 140 years fince the Eaſt-Indies, BY :/54, the South part of America, 
the;Charibees and Aatell Iles, and treated Saint John d? porro Rico Hilpanice 
la, Jamaica and Cuba , and the Fort and Port of Havanah, againſt the Gulf 
and Cyrrent, Batuana Wes, and point of Floridz; then that moſt power= 
full and richeſt King of Ewrope, King Henry the teventh of Englandient out 
an Engliſh man born in Br/t-/! called (aber, granted under his Great Seale 
to him all places and countries by him to' be difcoyered and poſſelt, who 
then beginning at Cape Florian dilcoycred, ctutred on , took poſlcſſion , ter |

Then Virginia — 
xcd, fertled, and all that part now called /M.wylend, New Albion, New 
Scotland, being part of Jrginia, Sir Thomas Dale, and Sir $.,u-l Argoll, 
Captains and Counteſlors of Y+-giniz, hearing of divers Aliens and Intruders, 
and Traders without liccnce, with a Veſlcll and forty ſoldiers landed ata place 
called ,MM..unt De/ert in Nowa Scotia necr S. Johns river, or T Wede, poſleſt 
by the French, there killed ſome French, took away their Guns and diſmant-

That they did not ayouy, nor would protect them, being a private parry of the 
Amſterdem Weſt-India Company, but lett them to his Majeſties wil & mercy: 
whercupon three ſeyerall Orders from the Councell Table, and Commiſſhons 
have been granted tor the expelling and removing than thence, of which they 
taking notice, and knowirg their weaknefle and want of victuals, have offered to 
ſell the lame tor 25001. And laſtly taking adyantage of our prefent war & d1- 
{trations,now ask 7000 land have latcly offered many affronts & damages to 
his Majcſbs fubjects in New England: and in gencrall endanger all his Maje- 
ſtics adoyaing Countries, moſt wickedly, teloniouſly, and traiterouſly, con- 
trary tothe Marine and Admirall Laws of all Chrithans,tell by wholeſale guns, 
powder, ſhot and ammunition to the Indians, inſtructing them in the uſe ot our 
fights and arms ; infomuchas 2000 Indians by them armed, Mohacks, Rari- 
tans, and ſome of Long Ile with their own guns {o fold them, fall into war 
with the Dutch, deſtroyed all their ſcattering Farms and Boors,in forcing them 
all to retire to their Up tort 40 leagues up that river, and to Manhatas, for all 
or moſt retreating to Afanharas, it 15now a pretty town of trade haying more 
Engliſh then Dutch: and it is very conſiderable that three years ſince Stwy their 
Govemour put out his Declaration , confeſſing that the neighbour Engliſh 
might well be offended with their ſelling Indians arms and ammunition, bur be- 
ing but a few and lo ſcattered, they could not liye clic there, or trade, the Indi- 
ans refuſing to trade or ſuffer the-Dutch to plow without they would tell than 
guns. Thelike folly = committed, and inconvenience to themſelyes , and all 
Engliſh, for eight years ſince, in their Weſt-India Flcet, battercd by the Spaniſh 
Armado, they brought home forty Swediſh poor ſoldiers ; and hearing that 
Captain Tong and Maſter Ere/in had given over their Fort begun at Eriwe- 
meck within Delaware Bay, there halfe ſtarved and tottered they feft them, 
whio learning the Indian language and finding much talk and trials of a gold 
mane there, though in truth fifty ſhillings charges produced of that light fand 
but nine ſhillings in gold and therefore was of Captain Towng that criedjt ſligh- 
ted ; yet one Bogor under the Swedes name = Commulſion, there traded - 
crolle 
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croſſe the Dutch of Marbatas, and to underſell chem, and left and ſeated there 
eighteen Si\cdes, who proclaiming a gold mine drew more to them, and haye 
gotten a great trade ; and now this laft Summer fifteen Swedes and fifteene 
Dutch had a skinwſh ; the Swedes pulled down a Dutch trading houfe, and 
doc both wadcrſcll them, and {poiled much their and Engliſh trading with the 
Indians, both ſtriving to plcatc and fide with the tink, Tab entertaining and 
refuſing to return all Engliſh fugwyyes and ſervants. The Swedes hiring our 
three of their ſouldiers to the Saſquehannocks, have taught them the ute of 
our armsand fights, and marching with them into the Kinys owne Colony of 
Virginia, have caried thence tne King of Pawtomeck pritoner, and ex pellod his 
and cight other Indian Nations in A4ary/and civilized and ſubject to the Eng- 
liſh Crown. Now it a Proclamation of open war be let out againſt the Dutch 
and Swedes for this their villany, and all Englith forbid to trade, victuall or re- 
lieve them,they mult both vaniſh, eſpecially it choſe bad Engliſh that live, ad- 
here and cbcy thelc Aliens un theſe his Mayzeſties countries be warned of the ſta- 
wtcof King lures of fanous memory, in thele words : That all Smbjetts Fi= 
wing any obedience or acknowledgement to ary forain Prince, State, Pope, 
or Potentate, within hs Majefties Territories and Dominions in England or 
beyoud the (ea, ts 4 traitor , and ſhell forfeit and ſuffer as @ trattour. And 
cenainly all Engliſh, and chiefly thoſe of New England being ready in twenty 
four hours.will zoyntoexpel them both to regain their own crade, to pet their 
leates, and to be rid of the danger of armed gunnng Indians. 
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RN that part of Jmerica,or North Virgina, lyng about 39 dc-

liſh, and 140 ſhips in trade, is freed from the extream cold and barrennefſe of 
the one & heat and agutſh Marſhes of the other & is bke Lumbaray,and a-rich 
fat ſoil, plain,and having 34 rivers onthe man land, x7 great Iſles & partaketh 
ef the healchicſt airc and moſt excellent commodities of Emrope, and repleniſh- 
ed withthe goodlicſt woods of Oaks and all Timber for ſhips and Matts, Mul- 
berries for fk, feet Cypreſſe, Cedars, Pines and Firres , 4 forts of Grapes for 
wine,& Raiſins, & withthe greateſt yariety of choice fruits, fiſh & fowl, ſtored 
with all ſous of com, ycelding 5,7 aud 3H quarters an acre : Silkgras,fale, good 
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Mines and Dicrs ware, 5 ſorts of Decr, Buffes,and huge Elks to plow and work, 
all bringing 3 young at once. The Uplands covered many moneths with ber- 
rics,roots,cheſtnuts, walnuts, Beech and Oak Maſt to feed them , Hogges and 
Furkeys, goo in a flock, and taving ncer the Colony of Aanteſes 400000 a- 
cres of plain mead land, and meer levell, to be flowed and fludded by thar river 
for corn, rice, rapes,flax and hemp.

their Journall Books, namely, by Captaine Browne a Ship-maſter , and Mafter 
Stafford his Mate, and by Captain C/ayboxrn 14 years there trading, and C om 
ftextine his Indianthere born and bred and by Maſter Robert Eveliy 4 yeares 
there ; yetby cight of their hands lublcribed and enrolled doe teftifie this to be 
the true ttate of the Country, of the Land, and Delaware Bay or Charles River, 
which is further witnefled by Captain Sm1ith and other books of Virginia and 
by New England; Proipeet, new Candar, Captain Powels Map, and other de- 
ſcriptions of New England and Virginia.

Maſter Evelins Letter. 


Good Madam : 


Q.- Edwwxdour noble Goyernour and Lord Earl Palatine, perfiſting (till in 
tus noble purpoſe to goe on with his plantation in Delaware or Charles ti- 
ver, juſt midway berween New England and Virginia, where with my Unckle 
T ang I ioycrall years relided, hath often ——_ hantelte bach of me and 
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Maſter .$1-.1!69, as T perceive by the hands ſubſcribed of Edward Monmouth, 
Tens Pale, and as Maſter Buckham, Maſter 9hite,and other Ship-maſters,and 
Saylors,whoſc hands I know, and it to be true. that there lived and traded with 
me, and is- ſufficiently inſtructed of rhe ſtate of the counry, and people there, 
and I ſhould very gladly according to his defire have waited on you mro 
H:mſhire to have informed your Honour in perſon, had not I next wecke been 
paſſing to Virginis, Bur neverthclefle to fatisfie you of the truth, I thought 
200d to wiite unto you my knowledge , and firſt to delcribe you from the 
North fide of Delaware unto Had/ons river, in Sir Edmund, Patent,called new 
Albion, which licth juſt bezween New E xglard and Maryland, and that Occ- 
an ſca I take itro be about 160 miles, I finde fome brokenland, Ifles and In- 
ters, and many finall Iſles at Fgb.zy : Burt going ro Delaware Bay, by Cape 
May,which is 24 miles at moſt, and is as I underſtand very well fer out, and 
printed in Captain Powe/s Map of New Engl-nd, done as is told mce by a 
draught I gave to M. Dare! the plot-maker, which Sir Edmund faith you have 
at home,on that North fide about five miles within a port, or rode for any 
ſhips called the Nook,and within it lieth the King of Kerhemeches, having as I 
luppole about 5o men,and 12 leagues higher a [ittle above the Bay and Buy is: 
the river of Manteſes, which hath 20 miles on C harlrs river, and 3o miles run- 
ning up a fair navigable deep river all a flat levell of rich and fat black Marſh 
mould which I think to be 3 co000 acres : In this Sir Edmund intendeth as 
he ſaithro ſertlz, and there the King of Z{antreſes hath about 100 Bow-men, 
next above about 6 leagues higher 1s a fair deep river 12 miles navigable where 
is Freeſtone, and there over againſt is the King of Stkoxeſſes, and next is d/o- 
mocches river and King with an hundred men, and next is Eriwoneck a King of 
forry men where we fate down, and five miles above is the King of Ramc:ck, 
with a hundred men, and four miles higher the King of Axioz with two hun- 
dred men, and next to himtenne leagues overland an inland King of C'alceſar, 
with an hundred & fifcy men. & then there is in the midle of Charles river two 
fair woody Iles, very pleaſant and fit for Parks, the ome of a thoutand acres,the 
other of fourtcen hundrcd, or thereabout. And fix leagues higher ncer a Creek 
called M»filiar, the King having two hundred men. And then we come to the 
Fals.made by a rock of Inne-ſtone.as I ſuppoſe it is, about = and five leagues 
from the ſea, near to which is an Ifle fit for a City, all materials there to build ; 
and above, the river fair and navigable, as the Indians inform me, for I went bur 
ren miles higher. I doe account all the Indians to be eight hundred, and are in ſe- 
yerall ations and war againſt the Sa/guehannocks, and are all extream fearfull 
of 2 gun, naked and unarmed againſt our ſhot, ſwords, and pikes. .I had ſome 
bickering with ſome of them, and they are of ſo little efteem,, as I durft with 
fiftoen men ſit down, or trade in detpight of them, and ſuxce my return eighteene 
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Swedes are ſett]cd there, and ſo ſometime fixe Dutch doe ina boar trade with- 
out fear of them, | 

I ſaw there an infinite quantity of Buſtards, Swans , Geeſe and Fowl, covc- 
rivg the ſhoares as within the ke multitude of Pigeons. and ſore of Turkics, 
of which 1 tried one to weigh forty and fixe pounds. There is much variety and 
plenty of delicate freſh and fea-frſh,and ſhcll-fiſh, and Whales or Grampvs : 
Elks, Deere that bring three young ata time and the woods beftrewed many 
moneths wirh Cheſt-nuts, Wall-nuts, and Maſt of tcycrall forts to feed them, 
and Hoys, that would increaſe exceedingly. There the barren grounds have 
four kindes of Grapes and many Mulberries with Aſh, Elms . and the talleſt 
and greateſt Pincs and Pircttrees that I have ſeen. There are Cedars, Cypreſle, 
and Saffafras, with wilde fruics, pears, wilde cherrics, pinc-apples, and the dain- 
ty Parſemenas. And there is no queſtion but Almonds, and other fruits of 
Spain will profper, as in Virginia, And (which is a good comfort ) in four and 
twenty houres you _ or goe by fcato New England or Virginia, with 
a fair winde, you may have cattle, and from the Indians two thouſand barrels 
of corn, attwelve pence a buſhell in truck, fo as victuals are there cheaper and 
better, then to be tranſported : Neither doe I conceive any great need of a Fort 
or Charge where there is no enemy. | 

IF my Lord Palatine will bring with him three hundred men or more, 
there is no doubt but that he may doe very well and grow rich,for it is a moſt 
pure healthfull air,& ſuch pure wholeſome ſprings, nivers,and waters,as are de- 
lightfull, of a Deſcrr,as can beſcen, with ſo many varicties of {everall lowers, 
trees, and foreſts for ſyine. So many fair rifings and proſpe&ts , all green and 
verdant: and Mary/.:nda good friend and neighbour,in four & twenty houres 
ready to comfort and ſupply. 

And truly I belceve, my Lord of Ba/ramoye wil be glad of my Lord Palatines 
Plantation and affiſtance againſt any enemy or bad neighbour. And if my Lord 
Palatine employ ſome men to fow tlaxe, hemp and rapes in thoſe rich Mariſhes, 
or build ſhips and make pipe-ſtaves, and load ſome ſhips with theſe wares, or 
fiſh from the Northward, he may have any money, waxe, or company brought 
him by his own ſhips, or the ſhips of Virgini2 or New Fug and all the year. 

And becauſe your Honour is of the noble hauſe of the P.1Ww/ers and as Tam 
infonned,defire to lead many of your friends & kindred thither, whem as I ho- 
nour, I defire to ſerve, I ſhall intreat you ro belceve mee as. a Gentleman and 
Chriſtian, I writc you nothing but the truth, and hope there to take opportunity 
in due ſcaſon.to viſit you.and doe all the good offices in Virgin54, my place or 
friends canſerve you in. And thus tendring my ſervice, I reſt

Ow fince Maſter E /mes letter and ſeyen years diſcoveries ofthe Lord Go- 
vernour in perſon, and by honeſttraders with the Indians, wee finde be- 
fide the Indian Kings. by him known and printed, in this Province there is in alf 
teweaty three Indian Kings or chicf Commanders, and belides the number of 
800 by him named, there is at Teaſt 1200 under the rwo Raritan Kings on the 
North {ide next to Hed/ors river, and thole come down to the Ocean abour 
title Egbay and S$.crdy Barnegate, and about the South cape rwo finall Kings 
of forty mena piece, called Tirans and Tiaſcons, and a third reduced to four- 
teen men at Roymont, the Sa/quehannocks are not now of the Naturals left a- 
bove 1 10,though with their forced Auxiliaries the [hor a Does,and Wicomeſes 
they can make 2 5 0:theſc together are counted valiant & terrible to other cows 
ardly dul Indians,w*? they beat with the ſight of guns only ;bur in truth mecting 
with Eogliſh, are the baſeſt cowards of all, dough cunning and ſubtile to in- 
trap and ſurpriſe on all ſtraits, coverts,rceds, and anbuſhes, for at thelalt Ma- 
r1/and Maxchagainſt them, thele 250 having lurpriſed in the reeds, and killed 
five Evgbſh men with the loſſe of one of theirs, Captain Corawalls that noble, 
right valiant, and politick ſoldier, tolmg but one manmare, killed with fifty 
five of his, and but raw and tired Afarplanders, rwenty nine Indians as they 
confefled, though compaſled round withtwo hundred and fifry : and Summer 
was ewelye moneth, Captain Lews of Aarjlandat the Covers drawing bur 
twenty men out of his winde bound Sloupes, and in two ſmall Cocke-boates 
much diftany, finding rwenty four Canoes, and therein an hundred aud forty 
Sa{quehannocks, ed by theſc three Swedes into a half moan, with intent to 
e the firſt {mal{ boat before the ſecand could reach the former , ar 

the firlt volley of ten ſhoe, and lofſe of one Indian, they rwaall away; for note 
enerally twelve Engliſh with five foot Calivers, ſhoot thirty pelters, or dagge 
Foe 2nd fifty yards diſtance,and thenaked Indian ſhooteth but one arrow,and 
bur thirty yards diſtance, fo as bis Lordſhip knoweth well wich ſuch a ſqua- 
dron of twvdlve or thirteen mark-men,toencounter three hundred, and to bring 
by the lock the proudeſt Sagamoore, to bee ranſomed for any Trefpaſle : 
and not to fuffer any Indian or trader without his Lordſhips badge or ſtamped 
livery worn, to come within twenty mules of his Plantation , or ten miles of 
their Cattle, as in all the out-skirts of Virgeuis is uſed, but to Kill them. Inſo- 
much as the Emperour Nicetowance ſaying was, my countrymen tell me I am 
a lier, when1I tell chon the Engliſh men will kill you ” An goc into their 
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bounds; butyaliant Captam Freeman made bim no fier, when lately he Litfcd 
three Indians ſo without badge incroaching. And therfore fair and far off isbelt 
with Heathen Indians ; and fit it 1s to reduce all therr trading to five Ports or 
Pallifadoed trucking houſes, and to kill all Rraglers and tuch fpics without 
ranſtome. Then ſhall chriftans and their cattle be tafe and quiet, and fevercly 
putting todeath all that {cl] the Indians guns anns and ammunition, then Indi- 
ans arc looner ruled, civilized and tubjectad,as in New England is daily teen. 
In £o::g Ile are abour tour Kings,and cight hundred Bow-men, moſt of them 
two hundred miles off tis L'* teat of Warceſſi; in Charles river, thele of Long 
Ifle are well civilized. living withun ten miles , and in fight of eight thoutand 
Engliſh inthac part of New England being and the five towns in Conne&acmte 
nvcr, and New Her en townbeing populous, diſcourageth any hoſtility : bur 
chiefly his Lordſhips ftxe good free-bolding towns in Long Ile, is a bridle to 
check and contain them ; tor Seurbhumpron, Hempfteed, Fluſhing , Graw- 
fſaxndand Ainsfordare placed like diftinet Garifons to command them, Then 
berwcen the two South Capes there are two petty Kings called Aqwuars.and 
little AMararkin , having both an hundred Bow-men , and aboye Watceſ/ic 
Sourh-weſt, arc the black and white Afrxcos neer three hundred men, being 
ſpeciall friends to Watce //i:, and enemies to the Sa/queharmecks. Now for 
; rom fears for Engliſh #atceſſit firſt, where were levenry Engh(h, as Mafter 
Miles depoicth, he twearing rhe officers there co his Mazcthes allegiance , and 
to obedicnce to your Lordſhip as Gorernour , being twenty one leagues up 
Delaware Bay in Charles river, to which any ſhip may comc, and about it 
Aenteſes plam, which Maſter Evelin avoucheth to be twenty miles broad, and 
thnrey long. & 50 miles waſhed by two fair navigable rivers, and ts 3 E0000 a- 
cres fit to plow and ſow all Corn, Tobacco, and Flaxe, and Rice, the four th- 
ples of 4/bion, The fecond feat is three miles off ro Watceſſir adjoyning to 
Char les and Cotton river, ſo named of fix hundred {. of Carton wilde on trees 
growing : and is cafled Rirchxeck , being twenty four miles compaſle, one 
wood, huge Timber trees, and two foot black mould, nuxh defied of the Vir- 
ginians to plant Tobacco, they alledgiog cach plant there dried and cured, 
will bring a pound, whereas wom land five and fixe to a pound , and theſe 
farge leaves m the new land, and freſhes, ſerve to lap upall the bad S. Chri- 
ſtophers, and Barbadoes roled Tobacco , and maketh ut fire tooner : of the 
rhree upper leaves make Varina and Spaniſh, The Dutch give tor this 
double price, and the Engliſh double for fwcer famed : and though Charles 
river is 1 20 inikes North of «mes riverm Virgizia , yet having a more farre 
conſtam and eempcred growing heat, Tobacco throe years together tried, is ri- 
, and ſooner ftruck by wer ſeaſons by full three weeks,then in Virginia and 
bath yeekded double the price : and no doubx Cotton will grow as — 
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being three degrees more North-ward, though as there it dicth yeatly by froſt, 
is re-planted by the ſeed as a Roſebuſh giveth a full cod. 

The third feat is at Roywor a itrong, rich and fit place for a Fort, Sir W.1/- 
ter Rawley left there thirty men, and four guns, the Durch ſeared there fitteen 
men and a Fort, both to plant in that rich five miles neck to Roymonr river 
(which runneth down into Chi/apoack Bay) choice Tobacco, and thereby ro 
prejudice and underſell Yirgizra,as to ſer up a fiſhing Stage tor Whales, theſe 
proved but Gr amp, and they killing batcly an Indian retuſwg quarter or ran- 
ſome, were by the Indians killed and expelled rwany years fince. Thus place 
is clole to the In-louth Cape, having a Creek of ſixe toot water only , and 
two furlongs of the grand Del/uware Bay : on one ſide 1s an 1/thmo; or Per - 
1/l-, nine miles compaiſe, fit for paſturage, and Hogs and Goats : and on the 
orher tide is a {econd //thmos, tour miles compatile,cafily tenced , and is but 
ſixty miles over land to the Northermoſt and neerelt part of Virgin: , to 
drive cattle by land, and have ſupplies by horſe and foot : and here is neyecr 
ice or frolt : tea-fiſh, all oyſters, and ſhell-tſh, and fowl , all winter Cod 
to lade ſhips three moneths after December fit for {alt and trade: and there is 
a poor Indian of fourteen men only, and weak to hinder any, all rhe folle is 
under a brick carth, ſtone flat hard by, and timber to build. 

The fourth ſeat is Ywedele under Webſneck,, and is a valley fixe miles long, 
ſheltred by hils from the North-welt windes : below it is fixc miles a thicker 
of four ſorts of excellent great Vines running on Mulberry and Saflafras 
trees ; there arc four ſorts of Grapes, the fir{t 15 the Tholoute Mulcar, tweet 
lented, the {econd the great foxe and thick Grape, after five moneths reaped 
being boyled and falred, and well fined, it is a ftrong red Xeres; the third a 
right Claret, the fourth a white Grape creeps on the land , maketh a pure 
gold colour white wine : Tenz Pale the French man of theſe four made 
e:ght forts of cxcellent wine, and of the Muſcat acute boyled that the ſe- 
cond draught will fox a reaſonable pate four moneths old : and here may be 
vathered and made two hundred tun in the Vintage moneth, & re-planted will 
amend ; two other valleys there are of the fame Grapes and large, above J- 
vedale,.hc hill is called Web/neck , environed with three rivers round, one 
of ſixteen toot water navigable, all but a neck, a caliver ſhot over, caſily im- 
parked, being 99c0 acres,the cliffes all of rich black mould, with huge timber 
rrecs, molt fit tor Tobacco and Corn - not far oft are rich lead mines, contai- 
ning filvertried , and iron ſtone, and by it waters, and fals to drive them in an + 
mhabired detert, no Chriſtians or Indians neer it, where Elkes , Stagges and 
Deer are moſt quiet, moſt fat, and not diſturbed, ſo as five men 1n three 
or four days kill and ſalt ſixty Deer, or an hundred twenty fides for Summers 
food : four or five hundred Turkeyes in a flock, Swans , Hoopers. Geeſe, 
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Ducks Teles, and other Fowles, a mile ſquare, and ſeven mile together on 
the ſhores, for here is all Cheſ-nuts Wall-nuts and Maſt berries, and March 
teeds, wilde Oats, and Vetches to teed them. Necr hand is alio in Augajt 
Cuſtard apples, and Papawes to make the beſt Perry Engliſh ſor 100 tun 
in a place, and all Plums, Hurtleberries, Black Cherries, wilde Arniteed, Per- 
fimcnas, and other dainty fruis, and roots are had, as in all the huge Jorg 
Meads and Marſhes, ſweet {:g roots ground nuts, Tucaho and Cuttmamon 
roots for Hogs and whole Warrens, and berrics of fweet Muskerats, and 
here black Bcars and Lions tcedirg on fweet foods, are killed and eaten In 
the head of C hiſepeack river by T vwhins ard 1.:/1r9n , was leen a Carell 
Mare brown black, ſeven foot high, of which 2co mile Welt-ward are (toxc, 
their skins brought and fold by the Invians confinn it.” | 

The fifch ſcat is Brents fort, a ſteep rock, invincible and not to be bare- 
rd, having an /fthmos of low hard ground like a Tongue below it enyironed 
with freſh water,and under ita Cove cloſe to hide two ſhips or gallics, (hips 
of 500 tun may come vp toit, and hard by is good Mead and rich land, and 
Woods to plant; and in this deſert is belt living, ſtored as before with all game 
and their food to maintain them. 

The fixt is an Ile called Pa/meys Ne, containing 300 acres , half meade, 
halfe wood ; in it is a rock forty foot high, like a Towr,fit to be built on 
for a trading houle for all the Indians of Chiſepeack Gulte : it lieth a mile 
from cach ſhore in Saſquehannochs river mouth, and there four Sakers will 
command that river, and renue the ofd trade that was ; it heth in forty de- 
grees and rywelyc minutes, 1t 15 moſt healthy, but cold neer the hils , and full 
as all the ſcyentcen rivers there of eleyen forts of exccllent freſh fiſh ; the 
Indians in flcad of falt doc barbecado or dry and tmoak fiſh, to cach houte 
a reek or great pile, and another of Sun dried on the rocks, Strawberries, Mul- 
berries, combs Maycorts and Homs like Cucumbers. : 

The ſeventh is five mile off it, called Aforrzr Royal or Bolalmanack hill, 
and more properly Belveder, for thence you may {ee 100 miles off high 
hils, above the clouds hke tugar-loaves that ſhclter and bear off the North- 
welt windes ; here is a clear Indian field fixe miles long to plant and plow 
rich land, and as well ftorcd as the reſt, and under it is &{ river, having ma- 
ny branches navigable, 1n all theſe the Tide of freſh {iveet warer cbbes and 
flowes, and hath three fathome dcep, the mouth of it is ike a fort with fit 
Iſthmos and necks, and runneth up {even leagues to a ftreet, but cleven miles 0- 
yer land into Charles river, and Delaware Bay, this neck is a rare work of 
God, for it is 450 miles compaſle to goe by fea and water, from one fide to 
the other of this cleven miles ſtreet, and 1 "ved tle is on one of thete branches. 

The cight ſeat is Kildorpy, necr the fals of Crarlcs river , neer 200 miles 
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up: fromthe Ocean, it hath clear fields to plant and low, and neet it is ſiveer 
large meads of cloyer or honyluckle, no where clic in America to be ſeen, 
unlefle tranſported from Ewrope, a ſhip of 140 tuns may come up' to thele 
fals which is the beſt ſeat for health, and a trading houſe to be built on the 
rocks, and ten leagues higher are Icad mines in ſtony hils. 

The ninth is called Morne Ployder, the feat of the Raritan King on the 
North fide of this Province twenty miles trom Sandhay ica, and ninety from 
the Ocean, next to Amara hill, the retired Paradiſe of the children of the 
Ethiopian Emperour, a wonder, for it is a (quare rock , two. miles compaſle, 
150 foot high, a 'wall-like precipice , a ſtrait entrance, cafily made invinci- 
ble, where he keeps two hundred tor his guard, and under it a flat valley, all 
plain to plant and ſow. 

The Saſquehannocks new Town is alfo a rare, healthy and rich place,with ir 
a Cry(tall broad river, but ſome fals below hinder navigation, and the Hooke 
hill on the Ocean with its clear fields necr Had/ons river on one fide, and a ten 
leagues flowing river on the ſouthfide is much conunended for health and fiſh, 
werc it not ſo Northerly. 

The bounds isa thouſand miles compaſle, of this moſt eemperate , rich Pro- 
vince, for our South bound is Aſary/and North bounds , and beginneth at 
Aquats or the Southermoſt or firſt Cape of Delaware Bay in thurty eight 
and forry minutes, and fo runneth by , or through ,, or including Keyt Ile, 
through Chi/apeack Bay to Paſcarway; including the fals of Pawtomecke 
river to the head or Northermoſt branch of that river, being three hundred, 
miles due Weſt, and thence Northward to the head of Ha/ons river fifty 
leagues, and ſo down Hed/ons river to the Ocean, i1xty leagues, and thence by 
the Ocean and Ifles a crofſe Delaware Bay to the South Cape fifty leagues ; 
in all ſeycn hundred and eighty mules. Then all Hxd/ons river , les, Long 
Iſle, or Pamupke, and all Iiles within ten leagues of the ſaid Province being ; 
and note Loyg Hlealone is twenty broad, and one hundred and cighty mules 
long, ſo that alone is four hundred miles compaſſe. Now I have examined: 
all former Patents, ſome being ſurrendred, and tome adjudged yoid, as got 
ten on falle ſuggeſtions, as that at the Councell Table was at Malter Gonges 
ſu, of Afatachnſets,and as Captain Clayborysn heretofore Secretary, and now 
Treaſurer of Virginia, in diſpute with Maſter Leonard Calvert alledgeth ; 
that of Maryland ts likewite void in part as gotten on falſe ſuggeſtions : 
for as Cap: Clayborn ſheweth the Maryland Patent 1n the firlt part declareth 
the Kings intention to bee ro grant a land therea frer deſcribed , altoge- 
ther diſhabired and unplanted, though pofleſt with Indians. Now Kent Iſle 
was with many houſholds of Engliſh by C. Cayborn before ſeated, and be- 
cauſe his Majeſty by his privy ſ1gnet ſhortly aftcr declared it was not his 1n- 
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tention to grant any lands before ſeated and habired : and for that it lieth by 
the Maryland printed Card, clean North-ward within Albion , and not in 
Maryland, and not onely late Sea-men, but old Depoſntions in Claybornes 
hand, ſhew it ſo to be out of Maryland, and for that Albions Privy fgnet 
1s elder, and before Maryland Patent, Clayborn by force entred,and thrult 
out Maſter Calvert out of Kent ; Next Muryland Patent coming tothe O- 
cean, faith along by the Occan unto Delay.rre Bay ; That is the firit Cape of 
the rwo moſt plain in view, and cxpreſtin all late Engliſh and Dutch Cards ; 
and note unto Delaware Bay is not into the Bay, nor farther then that Cape 
heading the Bay, being in thirty cight and forty, or at moſt by ſeven Obferva- 
tions Thave ſcen.thurty eight and fifty minutes : So as undoubtedly, that is the 
true intended and ground bound, and line, and no farther, for the words fol- 
lowing, are not words of Grant, but words of Declaration; that is, #hich De 
laware Bay lieth in forty degrees where New FEnglard ends ; thele are both 
untruc, and ſo being declarative isa falte ſuggeſtion, is void, for no part of 
Delaware Bay licth in forry, Now if there were but the lcaft doubt of this 
true bounds, I ſhould wiſh by confent or commiſſion , a perambulation and 
boundary , not but there is land enough tor all, and I hold Kezxt Ifle ha- 
ving lately but rwenty men in it, and the Mill and Fort pulled down , and in 
war with all the Indians neer it, not worth the keeping, 

But it is materiall to give a touch of Religion and Government, to fatis- 
fe the curious and well-minded Adventurer. For Religion it being in Eng= 
land yet unſettled, ſeverall Tranſlations of Bibles,and thole cx pounded to cachlh 
mans tancy, breeds new Seets, I conceive the Holland way now practiſed belt 
to content all parties : firſt, by A&t of Parliament or Grand Aſſembly, to 
ſertle and eſtabliſh all the Fundamentals neceflary to falvation, as the three 
Creeds, the Ten Commandements, Preaching on the Lords day. and great 
days, and Catechifing in the afternoon, the Sacrament of the Altar and Bap- 
tifme; But no perſecution to any difſenting, and to all ſuch as tro the Walloons, 
free Chapcls ; and to puniſh all as ſeditious, and for contempt, as bitterly 
rail and condemn others of the contrary ; for this argument or perſwaſion of 
Religion, Ceremonies, or Church-Ditcipline, ſhould be ated in mildeneſle, 
love and charity, and gentle language. not to diſturb the peace or quict of the 
Inhabirants, but therein to obey the Civill Magiltrate. 

For the Politique and Civill Government, and Juſtice, Virginia and New 
England 1s our prefident : Firſt, the Lord head Governour, a Depury Gover- 
nour, Secretary of Fltate, or Seal keepcr, and rwelve of the Councell of Stare 
or upper Houle : and thelc or five of them is allo a Chancery Court. Next 
out of Counties and Towns, at a free election and day prefixed, thirty Bur- 
geſſes or Commons, Ouce yearly the tenth of Noveryber thele meet, as at 
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a Parliament or Grand Aſſembly, and make Laws, or repeal, alter, explain, 
and ſer taxes and ratcs for common defence, and without full content of Lord, 
upper and lower Houſe nothing is done: Appeals are here alto tricd, all cri- 
minall caſes for life, above only by rwo Jurics, or actions at Law, a Jury on 
cither fide may be called, and by them tricd : and any before judgement, may 
ſtop the Law, and be tried in Equity ; The two months Courts nay try be- 
fore four Juſtices of Peace, any action not exceeding 10 1, or 1500 1. of To- 
bacco, at 4 s. charge onely , and plead wichour Atturney ; an Appeal lieth 
thence to each quaricr, or Chancery firſt Court above, and from thence an 
Appeal to the Grand Aſſembly : any matter under 49 5. value, or 2001. 
of Tobacco, to be cnded by the next Juſtice at 1 s. charge, no depoſition to 
be taken bur before two Juſtices, whereof one of the ,2#9rum, or in Court, or 
before a Councell, or of Eſtate : and here is no Jeotails, nor Demurrers, but 
a Summary hearing, and a Shcrifte, and Clerk of Court, with tmall tecs ends 
all tor the moſt part in a few words, 

Laſt of all how plentifully may a quiet induſtrious man live here, having 
rich Corn Land, Mead and Paſture, and Timbers, and Woods covercd , many 
months with Cheſ-nuts and four other nuts, and maſt for Decr, Hogs and Tur4 
keys, Fiſh, Fowl, Veniſon, Wine and Fruits grarw? Our chicte Staples are 
Tobacco, then Fl: xc and Rice, of which in floated lands you have infinite in- 
creaſe, and wichout floating you may have, and all che winter Slyp-plankes, 
Clove board and Pipe-ſtaves, thele lade home ſhips twice a _ heace, and 
for them bring you any Engliſh ſervants. or Engliſh or Dutch wares, cloths, 
ſtuffes. drams. wines or what you beſpeak : but furcly we may cafily grow 
rich if we will, and buy no clothes, for a good Weaver brought hither, will 
makeus of our own Flaxe nine ſorts of Linnens, tufted Hollands, Vclures, 
Velvets, Tuftafferacs, and Pluſhes ; and for Winter a good Glover with 
allome onely of our own Elk-skins maketh the beſt Bufte-coats , our owne 
Stag and Deer skins make beſt gentile and ſoldiers clothes , fitteſt for our 
Woods : a Doc-skin breeches with the fur inſide in our ſhort Winter, is 
better then two broad clothes and warmer, to we need no Engliſh clothing ; 
Cattle in Vir9:5ia, and all Grain in New Enol4nd brought to our doores 
cheaper then here ; Indian Corn, or Peaſe, or Beans at twelve pence a bu- 
ſhel by truck with the Indians, and Rye Meal, a third , with the white and 
dry Mayz Meal, which is all rogether but rwenty pence, a buſhell of Meake 
maketh the beſt bread, and we have more choice drinks then here , for ſweet 
Stalk and Pumpion drink hopped, is good beer, and ale we have,and maukt 
as you;and in the hot Summer rock cold water, with aneighth of Peach Vine- 
gar is th2 beſt Beaycrage : Peaches better then Apricocks by ſome doe feed 


Hogs, one man hath tcn thouſand trees, all Apples, Pears, Cherries, and o- 
ther 
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rher fruſſts grow here in half the time as in your cold and blaſty Region, and ſo 
do all Hops & Roots, Hearbs and'Garden ftufte, Our days in Sumner 2 hours 
ſhorter, and in Winter more comfortable rwo houres longer, and a warmer 
Sun and bigger fires, and norent to my Landlord, makes us meriy. He that 
is lazy and will not work, necds not tear ſtaryino, bur may live as an Inci- 
an, ſometunes Oyſters, Cockles, Wilkes Glams , Scollons two moneths to- 
orcher ; fomerimes wilde Peate and Vetches, and Long Oats, lometunes Tuc- 
kaho, Cuttcnoman ground , Nuts, Marhonions, ſometime ſmall nuts, Fill- 
birds, Wall-auts, Pokikerries, ten torts of Berries , Egs of Fowl, ſmall fiſh 
1 Cove» at low water will teach him to live idly,
